Prof.  Robertson’s 
Music  Requested 

At  the  request  of  E.  Robert 
Schmitz,  eminent  French  pianist, 
“Quintet  in  A Minor”  by  Prof. 
LeRoy  J.  Robertson  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  tyoth  Quartet  con- 
cert of  chamber  music  which  will 
be  presented  on  the  summer  ly- 
ceum  course  June  17  - 21.  Mr. 
Schmitz  will  appear  with  the 
quartet  the  night  of  June  20. 

Professor  Robertson's  quintet 
was  awarded  first  place  in  a re- 
rent national  contest,  and  ac- 
cording to  'Musical  America,’ 
“Mr.  Robertson  is  a composer 
who  has  much  to  say  and  who 
knows  how  to  say  it." 

In  1937  the  Quintet  was  featur- 
ed at  the  National  Federation  of 
Music  convention  held  in  Indian- 
apolis. The  Indianapolis  Star 
music  critic  declared:  "The  Quin- 
tet is  a highly  interesting  compo- 
sition in  the  modern  idiom;  filled 
with  sharp  contrasts,  dissonances 
and  lack  of  key  feeling,  but  with- 
al conveying  the  message  of  the 
modern  musical  interpretation  of 
life.  It  is  entirely  too  moment- 
ous to  be  judged  in  one  hearing, 
but  the  concensus  of  opinion 
among  the  musicians  in  the  au- 
dience seemed  to  be  that  here  is 
a composition  of  great  signifi- 
cance and  from  a composer  who 
will  be  heard  of  in  the  future." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  critic  of 
the  INDIANAPOLIS  TIMES,. 
"Mr.  Robertson,  unlike  so  many 
of  his  contemporaries,  does  not 
hesitate  to  write  music  of  dra- 
matic power  rather  than  of  cal- 
culated dissonance.  He  has  a de- 
cided melodic  gift  and  empha- 
size tfft  contrasting  colors  of  the 
piano  and  strings  with  a sure 
hand.  There  is  a welcome  feel- 
ing, even  on  first  hearing,  that 
the  music  has  sprung  from  a 
strong  inner  conviction.  Conse- 
quently, it  seems  to  'get  some- 
where.’ 

Regularly  registered  students 
of  B.  Y.  U.  summer  school  will 
be  admitted  to  this  entire  series 
on  their  student  body  cards.

SloaneAward 

Ben  E.  Lewis  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  president  of  the  associated 
students,  is  one  of  ten  men  se- 
lected from  the  nation  for  the  Al- 
fred P.  Sloane  fellowship,  it  was 
announced  by  Professor  Herald 
R.  Clark,  dean  of  the  college  of 
commerce,  Friday.  The  fellow- 
ship is  for  $1200  and  it  will  en- 
able him  to  attend  for  two  years 
the  department  of  government 
management  in  the  school  of 
commerce,  Denver  university. 
The  terms  of  the  fellowship  pro- 
vide for  an  alteration  of  class- 
work  and  field  work,  six  months 
of  academic  work  being  followed 
by  three  months  in  the  field  stu- 
dying the  application  of  govern- 
mental principles.  Government 
management  and  taxation  will  be 
stressed. 

Annually  the  officials  of  the 
foundation  choose  ten  men  from 
the  United  States  for  study  in 
government  at  Denver.  These 
men  look  forward  to  taking  the 
M.B.A.  degree  at  the  end  of  two 
years'  study. 

In  the  West,  men  were  select- 
ed from  only  Brigham  Young  un- 
iversity and  University  of  Wash- 
ington. Dr.  A.  D.  H.  Paplan  of 
Denver  university  is  administrat- 
or of  the  foundation,  and  Dr.  El- 
roy Nelson,  also  of  Denver,  is 
secretary.  Dr.  Nelson  is  a gradu- 
ate of  B.  Y.  U. 

Mr.  Lewis  received  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce  medal 
awarded  to  the  most  efficient  stu- 
dent in  the  university  on  the  basis 
of  scholarship,  social  status,  and 
public  service.  He  is  a graduate 
of  the  former  L.D.S.  high  school. 
Salt  Lake  City. 

He  served  as  a scoutmaster  in 
Salt  Lake  City  for  a number  of 
years  and  also  worked  in  the 
Utah  Trust  and  Savings  Bank.

Happy  Campus  Watches  Structure  Rise 
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Optimism  Favors 
1940  Employment 

Employment  prospects  for  1940 
graduates  from  American  col- 
leges and  universities  arc  bright- 
er than  in  the  three  previous 
years,  or  in  1933,  according  to 
preliminary  results  of  a national 
survey  made  public  today  by 
King  Merritt,  vice  president  of 
Investors  Syndicate. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  299  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  in 
the  survey  reported  that  50  per 
cent  or  more  of  their  1940  grad- 
uates will  have  steady  jobs  be- 
fore the  end  of  this  summer. 

Job  prospects  the  same  as  or 
greater  than  those  of  June,  1939, 
were  predicted  by  91  per  cent  of 
the  schools  replying. 

This  employment  survey  was 
started  May  1,  or  after  Easter 
and  Spring  vacations,  during 
which  many  employers  send  tal- 
ent scouts  to  campuses  to  inter- 
view prospective  employees. 

Gives  Reasons 

Brighter  outlook  for  many  lines 
of  business,  greater  efforts  on  the 
part  of  institutions  of  higher 
learning  to  obtain  positions  for 
both  men  and  women  graduates, 
and  the  fact  that  leading  employ- 
ers have  been  satisfied  with  em- 
ployees recruited  from  college 
campuses  in  recent  years,”  ex- 
plained Mr.  Merritt,  “make  pros- 
pects for  this  year’s  graduates 
better  than  usual.  The  1940  grad- 
uates represent,  on  the  average, 
50.6  per  cent  of  the  freshmen  en- 
rolled in  such  institutions  four 
years  ago. 

“This  preliminary  survey  is 
based  on  replies  received  from 
299  institutions  located  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  States.  Of 
this  total  205  are  co-educational 
institutions,  1 56  men’s  and  38 
women’s  colleges  or  universities.

‘Y’  Graduates  Largest  Class 
In  History  of  School  June  5th 

The  largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  Brigham 
Young  university  will  be  graduated  on  June  5,  when  478  stu- 
dents will  receive  degrees  and  diplomas  from  the  institution, 
says  Professor  B.  F.  Cummings,  chairman  of  the  graduation 
committee. 

The  graduates  represent  one  & 


foreign  country,  Canada,  and  13 
states  from  Massachusetts  on  the 
east,  Texas  on  the  south,  Cali- 
fornia on  the  west  and  North  Da- 
kota on  the  north. 

Of  the  478  graduates,  32  will 
reseive  master  degrees,  377  will 
secure  bachelor  degrees  and  69 
will  be  given  normal  diplomas. 
Each  of  these  figures  is  a mew 
mark  in  the  respective  divisions. 
Last  year’s  record  total  was  412 
graduates  with  25  masters,  329 
bachelors  and  57  normals,  Regis- 
trar John  E.  Hayes  said.

Pupils  in  the  elementary  grades 
may  attend  summer  school  for  a 
six  week’s  course  at  the  B.Y.U.

Summer  school  on  the  element- 
ary- level  serves  a double  purpose, 
stated  Professor  Peterson.  First 
it  provides  instruction  for  kinder- 
garten pupils,  backward  pubils, 
or  those  for  whom  the  added  ben- 
efit of  summer  study  is  desired. 
Second,  it  provides  a demonstra- 
tion school  in  modern  practical 
methods  for  teachers  and  pros- 
pective teachers  attending  the 
regular  summer  session. 

There  will  be  instruction  for 
three  different  groups  of  element- 
ary  pupils.  The  first  group  will 
be  for  six-year-olds  who  will  en- 
ter the  first  grade  next  fall.

New  War  Hysteria 

College  and  university  students 
on  some  sixty  campuses  partici- 
pated in  "emergency”  one-hour 
stoppage  of  classes  last  Friday,  in 
response  to  a call  from  the  Amer- 
ican Student  Union  early  this 
week  "to  stem  now  the  war-talk, 
the  war-hysteria  and  the  war  pre- 
parations being  stimulated  so 
vigorously  these  days  from  of- 
ficial Washington.” 

For  the  past  week  university 
campuses  have  been  alive  with 
discussion  about  the  war  situa- 
tion as  thousands  of  students 
forgot  the  approach  of  final  ex- 
ams to  discuss  a much  more  bas- 
ic test,  "the  test  Washington  is 
daily  putting  us  to",  as  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  students  put  it. 
The  American  Student  Union  of- 
fice in  New  York  estimated  that 
over  100,000  students  had  signed 
telegrams  to  President  Roosevelt, 
either  individually  or  through 
their  classes  or  clubs,  protesting 
the  additional  defense  budget  as 
"a  menacing  repition  of  the  Pre- 
paradness  Program  launched  by 
Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Presi- 
dent Wilson  in  1916  which  pre- 
pared not  for  defense  but  for  en- 
try into  the  war."

Individual  Stars  Shine 
As  Cougars  Win 
Second  in  Big  Seven  Meet

Colorado  University’s  mighty 
Buffaloes  stampeded  out  of  Salt 
Lake  City  last  Saturday  leaving 
little  doubt  with  the  sports  fol- 
lowers of  Utah  of  their  superi- 
ority of  the  Big  Seven  Confer- 
ence in  the  track  and  field  sport. 
However,  the  Cougars  of  Brig- 
ham Young  gave  an  excellent  ac- 
count of  themselves  in  the  an- 
nual Conference  track  meet. 

.Ammassing  a total  of  86 
points  by  grabbing  six  firsts  and 
a goodly  portion  of  the  seconds 
and  thirds,  the  Buffs  lead  the 
Cougars,  their  nearest  rival,  by 
30  points. 

B.Y.U.  grabbed  five  firsts  and 
a smattering  of  seconds,  thirds, 
fourths,  and  fifths  for  56  points 
to  place  second  by  a substantial 
lead. 

Cy  Ellsworth,  “Y”  sprint 
champ,  garnered  two  first  for 
the  Cougars  by  taking  the  100 
and  200  yd.  dashes.  Hank  Bourne, 
won  the  880  yd.  feature  in  near 
record  breaking  time;  and  Carl 
Clark  went  unchallenged  in  the 
pole  vault  as  usual  to  win  easily. 
The  Cougar  mile  relay  team  aso 
won  in  a spectacuar  race. 

Byron  Woodland  in  the  mile, 
Dick  Peterson  in  the  javelin,  and 
Bus  Webb  in  the  two  mile  won 
seconds  to  add  to  the  Cougar 
score. 

The  big  feature  of  the  annual 
meet  was  the  galaxy  of  record 
breaking  performances.  Four 
records,  in  the  javelin,  in  both  of 
the  hurdle  races,  and  in  the  200 
yd.  dash  were  broken;  however, 
the  last  was  not  allowed  because 
of  too  much  wind.  The  100  yd. 
dash  record  was  also  tied. 

The  B.  Y.  U.  mile  relay  team 
of  Bland,  Ivins,  Neilson,  and 
Brooks  won  that  event  after  an 
interesting  duel  with  the  relay 
team  from  C.U. 

Other  “Y”  men  who  won 
points  in  the  meet  were  Les  Can- 
non, Ted  Johnson,  George  That- 
cher, Clyde  Boyle,  Carl  Jones, 
and  George  Lake. 

Commenting  on  the  meet, 
Coach  Floyd  Millet  said  that 
there  had  never  been  such  a 
spectacular  meet  in  this  confer- 
ence. Meets  held  the  same  day 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  conference 
and  in  the  Big  Ten  conference, 
the  top  in  collegiate  track  in  this

day’s  devotional  on  the  accomp- 
lishments of  Joseph  Smith  as  a 
prophet  and  the  founder  of  the 
Latter-day  Sain  church. 

Regarding  the  accomplish- 
ments which  Joseph  Smith  has 
made  to  Christianity  and  religion, 
Dr.  Lyman  said  there  is  only  one 
explanation  that  is  tenable,  “God 
chose  the  man.”  Unless  Joseph 
Smith  was  a prophet  of  God,  he 
added,  the  church  is  of  no  value 
whatever,  because  the  church,  its 
gospel  and  organization,  was 
founded  on  revelations  which  he 
received. 

That  Joseph  Smith  was  one  of 
the  greatest  leaders  of  all  time 
is  attested  by  the  fact  that  the  in- 
fluence which  he  exerted  during 
his  life  has  continued  to  increase 
and  expand  ever  since  his  death, 
Dr.  Lyman  stated.
